Officials’ Are Very Pessi- 
fhistic in Regard to the 
Future Relations of the 
United States and Mexico. 


WILSON WILL NOT ACT 
UNTIL OFFICIAL REPORT 
HAS BEEN FORWARDED 


If the Clash Was Deliberate 
Attempt to Back Carranza 
Edict by Force, There Is 
Little Doubt That Wilson 
Will Accept It as Act of 
War and Proceed Accord- 


ingly. 


Washington, June 21.—Reports that 
American and Carranza troopers had 
clashed aroused gravest apprehension 
here tonight for future relations be- 
tween the United States and the Mexi- 
an de facto government, already 


Officials declined to make any 
prophecy as to the next step of the 
Washington government, saying that 
until: detatis of the incident had been 
cleared up it gdould not be determined 
whether a crisis had been precipitated. 
They made no effort to conceal their 
anxtety, but were not ready to aban- 
don hope that an official account of 
what happened at Carrizal would re- 
move the more threatening elements of 
the situation. 

Much depends, it was indicated, on 
whether the clash was a resuk of Gen- 
eral Carranza’s determination to en- 
force his demand for withdrawal of 
American troops fram Mexico or mere- 
ly a detached incident arising out of 
a misunderstanding between com- 
manders. 


MAY ACCEPT 
AS ACT OF WAR. 


If it was a deliberate attempt to 
back up the Carranza edict by force 
there seems little doubt that Presi- 
dent Wilson will accept it as an act 
of war and make good his word in the 
latest communication to the de facto 


government, in which he said that any | 


such attempt would be followed by 
“the gravest consequences.” 
Whatever the outcome of the offi- 


cial investigation, however, it was ac- 
mitted on every hand that the incident 
in itself presented a grave menace to 
the continuance of friendly relations 
and brought the Mexican situation to 
perhaps the most serious stage it has 
assumed. 

President Wilson remained at his of- 
fice until late tonight receiving such 
meager information on the subject as 
was available, and Secretary Baker 
was in close touch with the war de- 
partment and the white house by tele- 
phone. There was every evidence that 
credence was given the -report, even 
though it came from Mexican sources, 
and that there was full realization of 
what it might mean. The story of the 
fight as given to General Bell by Con- 
sul Garcia at El Paso was forwarded 
to the war department by General 
Funston without comment. The word- 
ing of the dispatch led to the an- 
nouncement by department officials 
that it contained a confirmation from 
American sources. The complete story, 
however, revealed that General Bell 
had no information except that given 
him by the Mexican consul. While it 
was not accepted in that form as final 
confirmation, officials indicated that 
they had no doubt some sort of a fight 
had occurred, though they doubted the 
consul’s report that American troops 
had violated their orders and made an 
attack. 


WILSON AWAITS 
OFFICIAL REPORT. 


It seemed certain that President 
Witson would await an official report 
before taking any drastic step in re- 
taliation. upon the Mexican forces. If 
an American commander precipitated 
an engagement this might have weight 
with the administration in determining 
its course. All commanders are under 
instructions of the most positive kind 
to avoid friction with the Mexican 
troops and they have no authority to 
attack any Mexican force. 

The reports given out in Juarez do 
not indicate any intention on the part 
of the Mexicans to attack Pershing’s 
main column. 

There was no doubt at the war de- 
partment that General Pershing would 
take immediate steps to relieve the 
detachment attacked, but it was said 
that he would undertake no offensive. 
A formal offensive against the Car- 
ranza troops in northern Mexico would 
not be undertaken, it is believed, until

TO BREAK RECORD 


FOR ENLISTMENT 


“Ready to Go Into Camp 
Now, But We Might as 
Well Build Up to 142 Men,” 
Says Nash. 


GOVERNOR HARRIS PROUD 
OF THE STATE’S RECORD 


Recruiting for the 5th Reg- 
iment Continues — Many 
Squads Are Sent to Near- 
by Towns to Secure Men. 


Action Must Follow—Harris. 

Governor Harris when told last 
night of the Mexican attack on Gen- 
eral Pershing’s troops, said: 

“That means that the thing has 
come to a head. Action now neces- 
sarily must follow in rapid order, 
and I take it that the troops will 
be moving within ten days. Every 
command in the state will now fill 
rapidly whatever vacancy there is 
in its enlistment, I know, and I be- 
lieve this state will be stronger 
than ever.” 

Governor Harris knew nothing 
further from Washington in regard 
to expediting the mobilization, but 
intimated that an immediate order 
was expected. General Van Holt 
Nash had received no further in- 
struction from Washington, but was 
ready to act instantly any order 
comes. 


Georgia military authorities are 
striving to establish a war prepared- 
ness record that will surpass that of 
any state in the union. This was evi- 
dent from a statement by Adjutant 
General J. Van Holt Nash yesterday 
afternoon to the effect that the state 
militia had already attained the dis- 
tinction of mobilizing in record time, 
and that now it was being sought to 
add to this achisvement by going into 
concentration camp with a _record- 
breaking enlistment. 

Adjutant General J. Van Holt Nash, 
reiterating Wednesday that Georgia 
has made a better record than any 
state in the union, so far as he has 
been able to ascertain, in that he was 
able to report to Governor Harris Tues- 
day evening that the national guard of 
this state then was ready for duty and 
awaiting orders from the war depart- 
ment, said: 

“In doing this GeorgianSillave shown 
the country where they stand when the 
country issues a cail for service. Hav- 
ing established that record it is now 
within our power to add to it and build 
on it, if the patriotic sentiment thus 
far displayed by the people will aid us. 
It is not my purpose to order any of 
the commands int othe’ mobilization 
camp for a day or two yet, only because 
there is no need for that. A _ gub- 
sistance fund is allowed each man in 
the service while on duty at his home 
station; and every one of the men will 
want as much time with his family 
as he can be allowed.

‘Some of the units in-the national 
guard are not recruited up to the mini- 
mum strength of 65 men, while a con- 
siderable majority of them are over 
the peace*strength. On that basis we 
are ready to go into camp now, but we 


‘}might as well go ahead and give just 


as many of the units as can do so the 
opportunity to build on up to the ful} 
war strength of 142 men. That will 
mean so ifruch more to the credit of the 
state in this response, and there is room 
for hundreds of men more to do that. 

“While @ is a matter of pride that 
we were able to report ‘ready’ Tuesday 
afternoon, and is a record which will go 
into history for the Georgia national] 
guard, our pride would be even greater, 
of course, if we can now go into the 
mobilization camp with a greater part

Asserted Strong Pronounce- 
ment Will Be Made to Pro- 
gressive Committee in Fa- 
vor of G. O. P. Candidate.

Washington, June 21.—(Special.)— 

Theodore Roosevelt’s letter to the ex- 
ecutive committee of the progressive 
party, which is to be submitted next 
Monday, is expected by republicans 
here to contain a refusal of the nomi- 
nation for president and a vigorous in- 
dorsement of Charles Evans Hughes. 
This prediction was made today with 
great confidence, 
. While no one admits having seen 
the letter, it is known that the docu- 
ment has been prepared and submit- 
ted to some of Mr. Roosevelt's confi- 
dants. It is said to be a “vigorous 
pronouncement” even for Roosevelt, 
“ae will deal at some length with the 
ssues of the campaign and especially 
the foreign situation, not overlooking 
Mexico. 

The announcement of Mr, Roosevelt, 
though discounted, will. undoubtedly 
have tremendous political significance. 
It will mean the unification of the re- 
publican party. Although the progres- 
sive national committee would have 
the right to name another candidate, 
it is not believed they will do so. In- 
deed, they may nominate Mr. Hughes.

17 US. SOLDIERS 
ELD BY MEXICANS 


They Were Captured in 
Battle Near Villa Ahuma- 
da—The Prisoners Will Be 
Taken to Chihuahua City. 


Chihuahua City, June 21.—(Via El 
Paso.)—Orders were issued by General 
Trevino, commanding the Carranza 
army of the north, to bring the seven- 
teen Americans captured today at Car- 
rizal to Chihuahua City under a heavy 
guard. Reports here place the entire 
blame for the encounter upon the 
American commander, it being assert- 
ed that in the eight hours preceding 
the engagement several warnings were 
sent them to withdraw. 

The populace of the city, which re- 
mained quiet tonight, expresses sorrow 
over the death of General Gomez, .one 
of the youngest and most popular 
leaders of the de facto army.

Two American Civilians Who Reached El Paso 
Tell a Story That Puts Blame On the Carranza 
Troops—These Americans Say They Heard 

Carranza Troops Boast That the United States 

Troops Were Decoyed Into a Trap—News of 
Battle Throws Border Into Fever of Excite- 
ment—Mexican Forces Preparing to Evacuate 
Juarez.

El Paso, Texas, June 21.—American and Carranza 
troops fought a sanguinary battle today on the Santo 
Domingo ranch, near the town of Carrizal, and tonight it 
had not been learned with which side rested the victory. 

The number of dead, American or Mexican, was not 
definitely known here, but nearly a score of General Per- 
shing’s men are said to have been killed, and the Mexicans 
are said to have lost more than forty. Seventeen Amer- 
icans are declared by Mexican officials to have been cap- 
tured and to have been hurried to Chihuahua City under 
adequate guard. A machine gun used by the Mexicans 
is reported to have done heavy execution. 

The scene of the fight was just nine miles southwest 
of Villa Ahumada, the Mexican field headquarters in 
northern Chihuahua, and the clash occurred only a few 
hours after President Wilson’s 6,000-word note warning 
Carranza that the ‘‘gravest consequences’’ would Yfollow 
and attack upon American troops had gone forward. 

The Americans engaged are thought to have been 
members of a troop from the Tenth cavalry, a negro regi- 
ment, returning from a scouting trip to Guzban. The size 
of the Mexican force, whose commander, General Felix 
Gomez, was killed, is not known. 


NEWS OF BATTLE KEPT SECRET 
BY THE MEXICAN COMMANDER. 


News of the battle was received in Juarez early this 
afternoon by General Francisco Gonzales, Carranza com- 
mander of the military zone of the border. For some 
reason General Gonzales kept the story secret unti) late 
in the afternoon, when an American, J. C. Hubble, réturn- 
ing to the border from the interior, brought to El Paso 
the news that he had seen numbers of Mexican dead along 
the Mexican Central railroad tracks at Villa Ahumada, 
and had been told that there had been an encounter. 

General Gonzales’ first step after confirming the news 
was to issue a statement placing the blame on the Amer- 
ican commander. He charged that the American troops 
fired first on the Mexicans, and that their shots were di- 
rected at a courier who had just presented to them a 
request that they retire.

Excitement spread in El Paso as extras were issued 
and the news became known. Quiet was maintained, how- 
ever, in view of General Bell’s frequent admonitions that 
his soldiers could take care of any situation that might 
arise. While awaiting instructions from headquarters at 
San Antonio, General Bell kept his entire force in readi- 
ness for instant action. | 

In the meantime, however, word came from Juarez 
that all was quiet, although the news of the battle was 
widespread there. 

Early tonight the only official details of the engage- 
ment received here came from the Mexican side of the 
river. General Gonzales said that his information was 
transmitted to him from Villa Ahumada by Colonel Geno- 
veso Rivas, who commanded the Mexicans after their 
leader, General Gomez, was slain. General Gonzales also 
gave the Mexican explanation of how the two forces came 
in contact. 

According to General Gonzales, he was informed by 
General Gomez at Villa Ahumada last night of the pres- 


ence of the Americans westward between Villa Ahumada 


and Ellevale. He says he immediately instructed General 
Gomez to proceed to the Santo Domingo ranch, where the 
Americans were reported in ‘‘unknown force,’’ and advise 
their commander to retire to their camp. 

This, he says, General Gomez did this morning. The 
American commander, whose name was not given by Gen- 
eral Gomez, is said to have replied that he was instructed 
to proceed to Villa Ahumada and must do so.

MEXICANS HAD THE ADVANTAGE, 


FOR THEY USED A MACHINE GUN. 

Whichever side began the engagement the Mexicans had the 
advantage, for they had provided themselves with a machine gun, 
and this is supposed to have done deadly execution in the ranks of 
the Americans. That the latter were not inefficient, however, was 
proved by the number of Mexican dead and wounded removed to 
Villa Ahumada and witnessed by Americans coming north on a 
train bound for Juarez. 

The battle began about 10:30 a. m. and lasted not more than 
an hour. It apparently ended with both sides withdrawing. The 
failure of General Pershing to report on it indicated that the Ameri- 
can survivors had not yet returned to their base early tonight. 

A story brought to El Paso by J. C. Hubble, an American who 
has been employed by the Compania Agricola at Boquillas, bears 
out several of the details of the engagement presented by General 
Gomez. Hubble’s story was corroborated by James Maxey, an- 
other American who also was on his way to El Paso from the in- 
terior. Hubble and Maxey said that while their train was stopping 


at Villa Ahumada they noticed numbers of dead and wounded be-, 


ing brought in and were told by a Carranza captain that a battle 
had taken place. The captain informed them, they said, that a num- 
ber of American prisoners had been locked in a cattle car and were 


taken to Chihuahua City to be hanged. 
They mentioned Mexican soldiers who told them that several 


hundred Americans and 120 Mexicans had been engaged. _ 
“The Mexican officers at Villa Ahumada treated us with the 


greatest courtesy,” said Mr. Hubble. “They answered our ques- 
tions quietly and with no show of antipathy or excitement. 


AMERICANS LURED INTO TRAP 
BY MEXICAN FLAG OF TRUCE. 

“According to the story they told us, the Mexican command 
was concealed in the underbrush when it discovered the American 


cavalrymen riding toward them over the sand. General Felix’ 


Gomez, the Mexican commander, immediately sent a courier asking 
for a parley under a: flag of truce with the American commander. 
The parley was arranged, and as the Mexican leader and two aides 
started forward the Americans suddenly deployed in a semi-circular 
skirmish line. 

“General Gomez, apparently believing he was about to be at- 
tacked, raised his arm and signalled a machine gun in the rear to 
open fire on the Americans. The machine gun swept the cavalry 
ranks, causing heavy losses.

TO REORGANIZE 
REGULAR ARMY. 


The scheme of reorganization for the 
regular army under the new army bill 
also was announced today. It provides 
for the addition of seven regiments ol 
infantry, two of cavalry, three of field 
and heavy artillery and two of engi- 
neers. The act takes effect July 1, 
and by the plan announced the new 
regiments composing the first annual] 
increment of increase ‘will ‘be created 
on that date, giving General Funston 
twelve new regimental units. 

Three of the new infantry regimenta 
will be formed in the foreign service. 
The Thirty-first infantry will be com- 
posed of the first battalian of the Fif- 
teenth infantry, expanded to a full 
regiment and posted in the Philippines. 
By a process of selecting alternate non- 
commissioned officers and men from 
the Eighth and Thirteenth infantry, 
now in the islands, the new regiment 
will be given a skeleton organization 
complete in every detail, but which 
must be filled up with second lieuten- 
ants and recruits to the necessary 
strength. 

In the same way the Thirty-second 
infantry will be built up out of drafts 
from the First and Second regiments 
in Hawaii; the Thirty-third from the 
Fifth and Tenth in the canal zone; the 
Thirty-fourth at El Paso from the 
Seventh, Twentieth and Twenty-third; 
the Thirty-fifth at Douglas, Ariz., from 
the Eleventh, Eighteenth and Twenty- 
second; the Thirty-sixth at Browns- 
ville from the Fourth, Twenty-sixth 
and Twenty-eighth; the Thirty-seventh 
at Fort Sam Houston from the Third, 
Ninth and Thirtieth. The Sixteenth 
and Seventeenth cavalry also will be 
formed on the border out of men from 
ihe First, Third, Sixth, Eighth and 
Fourteenth regiments; the Seventh 
field artillery from the Third, Fifth 
and Sixth regiments. The Ninth heavy 
artillery, equipped with field howitzers, 
will be organized in Hawaii. By ex- 
panding each of the three engineer 
battalions into a regiment the addi- 
tional units of these troops will be 
produced. 


MANY OFFICERS

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Athens, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—One 
hundred and twenty-four young seniors 
of the class of 1916 courteously but |

torium, choosing rather to deliver their 
commencement speeches and have their 
“dips” delivered to them from the old | 
stage of the historic chapel. 

So, deferring to the fine sentiment 
which is an evidence of the develop- 
ment of the true things in educational 
development, the graduating exercises 
were held today amid hallowed as- 
sociations and sacred inspirations in 
the old chapel. 

Milton Candler Scott, of Decatur, and 
William H. Quarterman, Jr., of Winder, 
represented the senior class, and Sam- 
uel Brown Lippitt, of Albany, and Joel 
Byars. Mallet, of Jackson, represented 
the senior lawyers. The valedictorian 
was Max Leon Segall, of Mount Vernon, 
The baccalaureate address was deliver- 
ed by Hon. Charles Murphey Candler, 
of Decatur. 

Mr. Candler’s Address. 


Thirty-nine years after he stood upon 
the historic Georgia university chapel 
stage and “spoke” at commencement 
Mr. Candler, now chairman of the rail- 
road commission of the state, today 
made the baccalaureate address to the 
class of more than a hundred young 
men who, he declared, were ‘“‘complet- 
ing their education in science, philoso- 
phy and the languages and arts, and 
are about to begin it in worry, work 
and the earning of a living.” 

The baccalaureate address, he said, 
means literally a ‘“‘sermon to bache- 
lors,” and as a text for his sermon he 
took twin questions: “‘What hast thou 
in thy hand?” and “What hast thou 
done with that which thou hadst in 
thy hand?’ 

fs answer to the first question he 
answered for the graduates of the uni- 
versity of the class of 1916: “You have 
the best gift within the power of a 
Freat state to bestow a iiberal educa- 
tion, moulded under Christian influ- 
enece.,” 

He urged realization of the national 
responsibility, the nation’s opportunity, 
not to adopt the theory of isolation in 
the effort to avoid entangling alliances. , 
He said that the United States is a'| 
memiber of the great family of nations 
and must meet the crises and the de- 
mands which membership and kinship 
among the nations mean. He urged 
a preparedness, not for the dream of 
being a nation apart, but of bearing 
the responsibility of an intimate study 
of international problems which our 
country must help to solve.

NURSE WOULD GO TO FRONT.

The patriotism and cided 
spirit of some thirty Atlanta nurses 
has led them to bitter disappointment. 

Like the girls in the chorus of that 
ancient and estimable musical com- 
edy ,“Sergeant Kitty,” they  Dbelieve 
that war is a “glorious occupation, a 


kingly recreation,” but, alas, Captain 
C. F. Holton, commanding the field hos- 
pitai conps of the Fifth regiment, has 
been compelled to tell all thirty of 
them that there is “nothing doing.” 

Miss Martha Foss, one of Atlanta’s 
pretty nurses, all dressed up in white 
and with eyes full of hope, walked up 
to the recruiting station of the hos- 
pital corps on the ground floor of the 
Atlanta National Bank building Wed- 
nesday and asked to be enlisted as a 
nurse in the corps. 

Captain Holton had been going 
through the same experience for three 
days. 

“T am very sorry,” he said, with a 
wan smile, ‘but it is impossible for the 
field hospital corps to enlist women, 
as much as we would like to have them 
along and as valuable as we know 
their services would be, 

‘No women are allowed to serve in 
the field corps for the reason that the 
field corps does its work practically 
on the firing line. It is an emergency 
organization that is subjected to al- 
most as much danger as the men who 
are actually on the firing line, and the 
government has forbidden us to sub- 
ject women to these hazards. 

“Weare a sort of tly-by-night, will o’ 
the wisp good Samaritan who goes 
anywhere when called upon and asks 
no questions. 

‘Women are used in the army hos- 
pital service only in base hospitals. 
For instance, it we should go into 
Mexico the field hospital corps would 
go right along with the troops, but no 
woman would be with us. You might, 
however, be able to get a place in a 
base hospital, in which event you would 
likely be stationed in San Antonio or 
El Paso, but I regret that we can enlist 
no women in the field corps.” 

Miss Foss was only one of about 
thirty nurses who have applied for ad- 
mittance into the service of the field 
hospital corps. 

The field hospital corps is already 
recruited above minimum peace 
strength, and the prospects are that 
unless orders come for its immediate 
movement it will leave Atlanta with a 
full war strength personnel. 

It is regarded as likely that the field 
hospital corps of the Fifth Georgia 
regiment will be one of the first militia 
organizations to be ordered to the bor- 
der. Orders for the movement of the 
Atlanta corps are expected hourly. 


King Opposes Effort 
To Cause Reduction ! 
In Police Department 


"strongly opposing the proposed ree 
duction of Atlanta’s present police 
force, Andy R. King, chairman of the 
board of police commissioners, issued 
a statement yesterday declaring that 
the present force is in reality inade- 
quate to properly patrol the city 
streets.

THE “NEW” MEXICAN POLICY. 

Editor Henry Watterson, of The Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, seems to think that 
President Wilson has adopted a “‘new’’ poli- 
cy with regard to Mexico, in taking the po- 
sition that the purpose for which the puni- 


tive expedition was sent into that country 


shall be carried out before it is withdrawn, 
regardless of the consequences. 

He considers this rather a fighting at- 
titude. Heretofore, as he sees it. we have 
regarded Mexicans as a sane people imbued 
with the spirit of democracy and capable of 
the achievement of self-government. 

Mr. Watterson thinks that President Wil- 
son has occupied an optimistic attitude 
toward that country which facts and‘ condi- 
tions did not warrant. He thinks the pres- 
ident in his earlier dealings with that coun- 
try made the mistake of handling the sit- 
uation from a high moral standpoint, when 
force was the only argument that would ap- 
peal to the Mexican people. Continuing, Ed- 
itor Watterson says: 


' But he has learned from his mistakes. 
He has descended from the mountain 
eaks, He is summoning our forces by 
and and sea to deal with the Mexicans - 
in the only way they can understand. 
He has postponed the issue as long as he 
could. e has done everything possible 
to give Mexico a chance to work out 
her own salvation. He has deferred to 
the last moment the final resort to 
the argument of power in his relations 
with a people who can not be reached by 
any other argument. He now understands 
that we are at the end of the policy by 
which he hoped to work miracles in 
* Mexico; at the beginning of the only pol- 

icy by which we can work anything. 
Let us see to it that the work which we 
are to do under the new policy shall be 
thorough, complete and final. 


Unquestionably, the work we are now 
to do must be, will be, complete and final. 
But should the administration’s present at- 
titude toward Mexico and its people really 
be denominated anew policy? Is it not 
rather a continuation of the same policy 
with, the possible employment of force ag 
the only logical outcome of a situation that 
has refused to be solved by reason? 

President Wilson not only did view the 
Mexican situation from a high’ moral 
ground, but he continues to lovk upon it 
from that standpoint. It is quite equivalent 
to the case of a bad boy who, cautioned, re- 
proved, ordered, still refuses to become 
tractable and must needs have a dose of the 
rod before he reaches his senses. 

It all comes under the head of moral 
suasion, even though force may become a 
necessary part of the program. The father 
does not spank the boy because he wants to 
do it, for, as we all remember, he said, “My 
son, it hurts me worse than it does you.” 

The present attitude of the administra- 
tion is not, therefore, a “new”’’ policy toward 
Mexico. There has been no change in mo- 
tive, nor has there been any modification 
of purpose on our part with reference to the 
status of that country following the employ- 
ment of such corrective measures as may be 
necessary. 

We propose only to make Mexico be good 
and stay good, and that is all there is to it. 


GEORGIA’S QUICK RESPONSE. 


Following President Wilson’s call for Na- 
tional Guard commands for service on the 
Mexican border, and beyond the limits of the 
country, if occasion calls for it, Georgia has 
responded with an amazing rapidity and ig 
practically ready now to entrain some 4,000 
troops as soon as the orders come for them 
to proceed to Texas. 

It was almost as if the Georgia National 
Guard was ready to move upon a moment’s 
notice. Seemingly they had little to do ex- 
cept rush to the armory, don khaki uniforms, 


~ buckle on their accoutrements and get on 


the train. 

Recruits came with extraordinary rapid- 
ity at the first announcement of actual 
service. They are still coming, and Georgia 
commands will be ready when the orders 
come to proceed to the front. 

So far as they have gone, Georgia troops 


at least have proven that the National Guard 


may be relied upon. Nor do we have any 
hesitation in saying that the Georgians will 
‘give the very best account of themselves 


, . under any and all conditions which they may 


return. 


be called upon to meet. They proved this in 
the war with Spain; possibly even a more 
exacting opportunity confronts them now. 
Georgia sends them in. response to the na- 
tional call without fear or question as to 
the quality of service they will render. 

Georgia employers have proven their pa- 
triotism by assuring their men who have en- 
listed under the president’s call, that their 
positions will be waiting for them when they 
It will be a comforting feeling to 
the National Guardsmen to know that they 
can respond to the call of duty without un- 
dergoing that great personal loss involved in 
being “out of a job;” and the pleasant 
knowledge that friends and employers are 
thinking of them at home and waiting for 
their return, will make them better soldiers 
and better men. 


THE MILITIA’S CHANCE. 


The fact that the Mexican situation has 
brought opportunity for a supreme test of 
the efficiency of the National Guard much 
more speedily and promptly than was an- 
ticipated, is thus commented upon by The 
New York Times: > 


The chance to show their capacity as 
soldiers in action will be generally wel- 
comed by the members of the national 
guard. Many of them have been chaf- 
ing under the widespread criticism of 
the military law which. constituted 
them a first line force in preference to 
the proposed body of federal volunteers. 
They will now have an opportunity to 
show that the doubts of their fitness were 
not well founded. If they meet their 
responsibilities as the government ex- 
pects them to, they will conquer all 
renee against a federalized militia. 

he call should be answered by at least 

100,000 men, which, with the regulars 
already in service either in Mexico or on 
the border, and the small contingent of 
militia already on duty, will increase 
General Funston’s immediate force to 
about 135,000. It is none _ too large. 
Whether there is to be real war or not, 
there js no further doubt that the admin- 
istration is facing a very serious and 
annoxing situation, and must exert its 
authority with compelling force. 


The National Guard had a hard fight to 
secure the recognition from congress which 
was finally given them in the army bill re- 
cently enacted. All sorts of arguments were 
advanced by the opponents of the National 
Guard system in order to belittle it and to 
induce congress to make it rather a minor 
than a primary branch of the army service. 

In the final outcome, the friends of the 
National Guard won the day, and they are 
now constituted a first-line force in the na- 
tion’s general army scheme. 

So far as the present crisis, growing out 
of the Mexican situation, is concerned, the 
wisdom of this action seems apparent. It 
would have been manifestly impossible for 
the government to have mustered a force of 
approximately 100,000 men in anything like 
the required time which it is now apparent 
will be made by the state militia. Had it 
been necesary to depend upon raw recruits 
for the service for which the national guard 
is now being called, it would have taken 
months to prepare for it, where it is nowa 
matter of days. 

So far, so good. The supreme test of ef- 
ficiency is yet to come. But the men are 
responding promptly, despite the new oath 
which obligates them to go wherever the gov- 
ernment chooses to send them. It is only 
upon that foundation that the system could 
hope successfully to meet the test. If these 
troops were at liberty, as they were under 
the old Dick law, to refuse to serve beyond 
the limits of the United States, they would 
be of comparatively little use in the present 
emergency, except as a border police. 

Under the conditions, however, incident 
to the service for which they are called, the 
National Guard will have every opportunity 
to give splendid account of itself. It will 
go forward to the duty before it without 
legal obstacle, and it is now simply a ques- 
tion of its doing what is expected of it. Its 
friends will witness its departure with full- 
est confidence, and anticipate its return 
after duty well performed.

Says It Was Copper Co. 
Employees Who Voted for 
Brown, Not Fannin Farmers 


Editor Constitution: The farmers of my 
county of Fannin would consider the press 
reports of an alleged mass meeting of Fan- 
nin county farmers held at Blue Ridge Sat- 
urday, June 17, as a huge joke were it not so 
serious. At the meeting they are alleged 
to have petitioned the governor, 171 strong, 
to allow the present contract to remain and 
voted to retain Mr. Brown as umpire, and 
replace Mr. Griffin on the board of arbitra- 
tion. As a matter of fact, I know the farm- 
ers of Fannin county knew practically noth- 
ing of any such meeting, and that this meet- 
ing was reported to have been composed 
almost entirely of employees of the Ten- 
nessee Copper company who were rushed into 
Blue Ridge by the car loads to dominate 
this meeting. It is reported that the com- 
pany not only paid their railroad fare, 
but their time as well. It is not to be 
supposed that our farmers would turn down 
Mr. Griffin when the files in the gov- 
ernor’s office will show that he voted for 
them, and that they would vote to retain Mr. 
Brown, who defeated a large percentage of 
their claims. They are almost unanimous in 
wanting to end the present contract, and to 
have Mr. Brown removed as umpire. They can 
not believe that Governor Harris will further 
retain Mr. Brown in the double position of 
state inspector and umpire of the board of arbi- 
tration, when it is known that he draws a 
salary from the Tennessee Copper company, 
and that a receipt is now on file in the gov- 
ernor’s office signed by Brown for his sal- 
ary and expenses of last month for $213.46. 
As a lawyer, 1 would not allow a juror to sit 
on any of my cases when he was drawing a 
salary from my client's opponent. In Brown's 
case, he is not only the jury, but the court 
as well. Governor Harris, who is a good 
lawyer, our people are sure, will not retain 
Brown longer in so important a position. 

As to the damages for this year, I know 
that they are very considerable. The trees 
ure turning brown, and leaves are already 
falling twelve and fourteen miles from the 
Copper company’s plant. In fact, the smoke 
has been so strong only a few days ago that 
people residing at Morganton, thirteen miles 
from the plant, were forced to cough and 
sneeze from the effects of the same. 

In view of such conditions, it is not to 
be supposed that the people are at all satis- 
fied with the work of the present board of 
arbitrators and any statement that the farm- 
ers of Fannin county indorse the work of 
the present board is misleading in the ex- 
treme, HOMER.

VIOLENT ENGAGEMENTS 
REPORTED IN PROGRESS 


At Some Points Berlin 
Claims Gains, While at 
Others Petrograd Reports 
Victories for the Russians. 
Russians Still Chasing the 
Beaten Austrians in Buko- 
wina. 


London, June 21.—Violent fighting, 
with the Germans generally the ag- 
gressors, is in progress between the 
Russians and Germans in Volhynia, 
along the Stokhod and Styr rivers and 
in the region ,lying between Lutsk 
and Vladimir-Volynski. The Russians, 
who had crossed the- Styr and reached 
the village of Gruziatyn, west.of Kolki, 
entered the town and captured eleven 
officers, 400 men and six machine guns. 
In the fighting the town changed hands 
several times, but under a concentrated 
German artillery fire’ the Russians 
finally were driven back with the loss 
of 1,000 men made prisoners,’ Berlin re- 


ports. 

Along the Stokhod, near the village 
of Rajmiesto, the Germans delivered a 
heavy attack which resolved itself later 
into hand-to-hand fighting in which 
the Russians, according to Petrograd, 
forced the Germans to flee. Near 
Kiselin another heavy onslaught was 
stopped by the Russians and the Ger- 
mans put to flight. Near Lokatchi, 
southeast of Viladimir-Volynski, Vien- 
ma reports the capture of 1,300 Rus- 


sians. 
VICIOUS BATTLES 
N PROGRESS. 


North, west and northwest of Lutsk 
vicious encounters are ensuing. Across 
the frontier in Galicia, the stalemate 
in the region of Buczacz persists. In 
Bukowina the Russians continue to 
drive the Austrians west and south- 
west. Petrograd announces that the 
prisoners taken by the Russians in 
Volhynia and Galicia up to June 15 
aggregated 172,484. 

The Germans claim success for their 
arms on the northern part of the Rus- 
sian front in the Dvinsk, Smorgon and 
Dubatowka sectors with the infliction 
of heavy ‘losses on the Russians in the 
latter region. 

On bcth sides of the Meuse river in 
the region of Verdun, the Germans 
again launched strong attacks against 
the French positions, but everywhere 
were repulsed by the French artillery. 
Except for intermittent bombardments, 
there was comparative quiet on the 
other parts of the French front Wed- 
nesday. 

Rome reports the capture of an Aus- 
trian position in the Posina valley, 
southwest of Asiero, further progress 
by the Italians north of Frenzela val- 
ley and the stopping of Austrian sur- 
prise attacks southwest of Asiago. 

In the fighting in Asiatic Turkey and 
in German East Africa the Russian and 
British war offices record further vic- 
tories for their forces against the Turks 
and Germans, respectively. 


TEUTONS SEEK 
FOR INITIATIVE. 


London, June 21.—The official com- 
munications issued today by the Ger- 
man, Austrian and Russian war of- 
fices all indicate that, as has been an- 
ticipated, the Germans are making a 
determined effort to resume the initta- 
tive lost by the Russian General Bru- 
silloff’s drive and create a diversion by 
a@ strong attack on General Kuropat- 
kin’s armies in the north, especially in 
Volhynia on the Styr and Stokhod rivers 
in an effort to prevent the Russians 
receiving reinforcements. 

Although up to the present the Ger- 
mans are making no striking advances 
they are clearly holding up their op- 
ponents. Most stubborn fighting with 
fluctuating results is proceeding 
around Gruziatyn west: of Kolki. The 
Germans also ane again attacking far- 
ther north, in the Smorgon district and 
in the region of Riga.

AUSTRIAN ARMY 
CLEFT IN TWAIN. 


“London, June 21.—Confirmatory re- 
ports of the cutting in two of General 
Pflanzer’s army in Bukowina are con- 
tained in a dispatch to The Star from 
Petrograd today. 

When the Austrians retired from 
Czernowitz, says the correspondent, 
part of them retreating due south along 
the Rumanian border and others to- 
ward the Carpathians, their hope was 
to have time to hold the Russians on 
the fortified line running from Kuty 
to Sereth along the Rivers Mikhorda 
and Sereth. 

But despite the delay caused by the 
Prolonged defense of Czernowitz, Gen- 
eral Letchitzky threw his -reserves 
upon the heels of the retreating Aus- 
trians at such speed that he succeed- 
ed in reaching that line simultaneously 
with them.

Early Adcance in Cotton TOOK REEIVER 


Realizing Sal es 


ABRUPTLY JOLTED 


Continuing Upward Move- 
ment Gives Way in Face of 
Disquieting Rumors Re- 
garding Border Situation. 
All Groups Sag. 


New York, June 21.—After a day's 
respite, the Mexican situation again 
loomed ominously over the financial 
markets, with concurrent depression in 
‘quoted values. Overnight developments 
| bearing upon affairs across the border 
were regarded as extremely favorable, 
s0 much so that Mexicans as a@ group 
were among the strongest issues at the 
opening. 

At midday, however, and for the 
balance of the session Wall street was 
alive with rumors of the most disquiet- 
ing character and Monday’s liquidation 
was renewed, though on a more mod- 
erate scale. Forenoon advances of 1 
to 2 points in representative shares 
and twice as much in numerous spe~- 
cialties, with five to thirteen points in 
motors, were abruptly surrendered in 
whole or large part, lowest quotations 
being registered in the final hour, with 
fractional recoveries towards the close. 

The metal issues also manifested 
acute weakness, especially zinc Snares, 
in which extreme recessions range 
from 3 to 6 points. Coppers suffered 
less severely, although Greene Cananea, 
whose mines were again forced to s5us- 

end operations, yielded 2% points. 

xican Petroleum reacted 3% from its 
early rise of 2%, with an extreme re- 
versal of 2% for American Smelting. 
Texas Company and California Petro- 
leum were offered at more moderate 
recessions. 

Rails averaged losses of a point, €x- 
cept in some of the minor western and 
southwestern issues, for which a re- 
newal of the necent inquiry was ob- 
served. Lake Erie and Western com- 
mon and preferred were higher by 2 to 4 
points at one time, with marked 
strength in Denver and Rio Grande pre- 
ferred, Toledo, St. Louis and Southwest- 
ern preferred, and Texas and Pacific, 
these, however, yielding substantially 
later. 

Rock Island issues were the outstand- 
ing features of the session, the common 
stock being in steady demand at an 
advance of 3 points, while the deben- 
ture fives rose 3% to 63%. Shipping 
shares were again in favor on the pros- 
‘pects of an early reorganization, but 
suffered from profit-taking. 

Aside from Rock Island and marine 
issues, the bond market was irregular 
to heavy. Total sales, par value, ag- 
gregated $4,380,00. 

United States bonds were unchanged 
on call, but on actual sales the coupon 
fours declined one per cent.
